The cost of school bus tran- 
sportation to the Granite City 
schools will increase to $3,597 
per day, a 27.8 per cent increase 
over last year,.under a contract 
with R.W. Harmon & Sons bus 
service approved by the Granite 
City Board of Education, 

The school district requested 
bids on busing students twice, 
but received only one bid, that 
being from Harmon. The lone 
bidder was one of 11 companies 
sent letters requesting them to 
bid. 

‘After lengthy discussion, the 
board decided that rejecting the 
bid and seeking a third set 
probably would not produce a 
lower bid, but may allow 
Harmon to increase its bid. 

Tully A. Heubner, director of 
business affairs for the school 
district, noted’ the — school 
transportation cost exceeded 
funds available in that fund by 
$63,515 last school year and the 
shortage had to be made up 
using state aid incomes at the. 
expense of the educational fund. 

The deficit will increase in 
direct proportion: to the bus 
service contract and the cost of 
gasoline, which the school 
district supplies for all buses, he 
noted. 

The contract accepted for bus 
service has provisions for an- 
nual renewals to make it a 
three-year contract and if the 
maximum increases are sought 
each year, bus service in three 
years would cost 51.6 per cent 
more than in the last school 
year, Heubner reported. 

A51.6 per cent increase would 
mean that the district. would 
pay about $820,352 in the 1979-80 
school year while revenues 
would total only about $580,605,

Eligibility 
for parole 


changed

SPRINGFIELD — New 
regulations covering good 
time procedures for convicts 
have gone into effect. 

Corrections Department 
officials point out changes in 
the good time provisions is 
used in the determination of 
eligibility for parole. At the 
present time there have been 
no major changes in the pa- 
role or pardon procedures of 
the state. 

Under the procedures of the 
good time provisions some 
prisoners will.have to serve a 
little longer under the new 
regulations before they be- 
come eligible for parole. A 
prisoner would help in meet- 
ing the good tithe provisions 
by meeting all requirements 
while being incarcerated. 

Dlinois’ use of good time for 
prisoners in the past has been 
the center of discussions in 
areas of. state government 
dealing with prisons. One of 
the major complaints has 
been that prisoners sentenced 
to longer’ terms had shorter 
periods to serve assuming 
that the good time was con- 
sidered. 

Under the new regulations 
this will change. 

For instance, previously a 
person sentenced to 20 years 
would have to serve 11 years 
and three months before any 
consideration of parole could 
be given. Now a prisoner sen- 
tenced to 20 years in jail will 
have to serve a flat 15 years. 

Previously a person sen- 


tenced to 10 years had to.. 


Serve six years and three 
months. Now it will be seven 
years and six months. 

But changes have also been 
made at the lighter sentenc- 
ing level. * 

For instance, a person 
serving one year had to serve 
11 months for eligibility, but 
now this has been changed to 
nine months. . 

Basically the change in 
time. to be served comes in 


~. the five. and six’ year sen- 


tences. Persons sentenced in 
these areas and longer will 
have to serve a longer time 
eligible for pa- 
‘The changes in the 
tions. Will have fio effect on 
the current ‘procedures for 
the so-called “‘compensatory 
good time.” Each inmate will 
still get 7% days a month 
credit for good behavior 
while in prison. This also can 
be counted toward the' eligi- 
bility for parole. 


House, a pig farmer as di- 
rector of agriculture isn’t 
hard to swallow.

Whether paratrooper or 
farmer, Block is no politician 
(though he is a strong Re- 
publican) and he vowed to be 
the spokesman for the farmer 
in all sorts of agricultural and 
political situations. 

“One of my biggest re- 
sponsibilities throughout the 
period of time I'm here wil 
be to lend the farmers’ per- 
spective to the governor's 
cabinet,” Block said. “And 
Yl work with other depart- , 
ment heads and solve some of 
the problems that we have as 
they relate to government 
and regulations in Illinois.” 

Block's background from 
farm boy in Gilson-to infantry 
officer and back to farmer is 
enough, he says, to qualify 
him for-the office, but it didn’t 
necessarily prepare him for 
the pressures and responsi- 
bilities of being“director. 


Block’s reputation in and 
around Galesburg, (his farm 
is about 10 fniles southeast of 
the town) is that of a re- 
spected businessman who 
owns a large farm — though 
it's not the largest in Knox 
County. Foreign visitors have 
visited’ Block Farms to see 
how farming is done in: Dli- 
nois. 

Block has been a director of 
the Knox Country Farm Bu- 
reau and president and a 
board member of the Illinois 
Agriculture Association (and - 
its legislative chairman in 
1976). In 1969 he was named 
one of our outstanding young 
farmers in the U.S. (he was 

: 33 at the time) and at the 
same time he ‘served as an 
adviser to the U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture of feed grains 
and soybeans. 

Block is a member in 
enough associations to keep 
him in conventions the year 
around, including the Illinois 


Pork Producers Association, 
the Land of Lincoln Soybean 
Association, the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association and 
several livestock producers 
associations.

This period eliminates the 
production. of many platelet 
units that will be crucial! 
needed during the first few 
of the week following a holiday, 
Red Crass authorities say. 

Blood donations collected in 
the Quad-City area are very 
important to the production of 
platelets. 

If platelets are to be made 
from whole blood, the plasma 
must be separated from the red 
cells within four hours after the 
blood is collected. 

This time factor means that a 
blood collection site can be no 
futher away than an hour's 
drive from the Red Cross Blood 
Center, if platelets are to be 
made from its blood. 

Even under -normal  cir- 
cumstances, a total of 800 pints 
of blood a day is required to fill 
the demands of area hospitals, 
the Red Cross said.

Increasing revenues without 
a referendum would be im- 
possible, since the 12 cent tax 
rate for the transportation fund 
is “now at its maximum, 
Heubner stated. 

Under the former three-year 
contract, in 1974-75, the district 
paid $2,299 per day for’ basic 
school bus services and that 
increased to $2,598 per day in 
the 1975-76 school year. In 1976- 
77, the cost was $2,813 per day. 

After the 27.8 per cent jump 
for the uptoming school year, 
the cost will increase zero to 10 
per cent in the 1978-79 school 
year and another zero to 12 per 
cent in the 1979-80 school year, 

Heubner reported the in- 
creases in the contracts with 
Harmon for school service was 
only about 10 per cent in the 
Alton, Edwardsville and Grant 
Community Consolidated 
districts, since they are en- 
tering the second or third years 
of three-year contracts. 

Wood River, which is 
beginning a new contract, had-a 
25 per cent increase; and 
Belleville and O'Fallon, which 
share bus service, each had a 
12.5 per cent increase for a 25 
per cent increase in the com- 
bined Belleville-O’Fallon, bus 
routes. 

Heubner noted Harmon 
contends 20 per cent of the in- 
crease is directly due to in- 
creased labor and insurance 
casts and that “they have bid 
the contract at the lowest prices 
they feel they can offer.” 

School board members 
questioned why other districts 
noted a 25 per cent increase and 
Granite City had a 27.8 per cent 
increase, but decided to accept 
the contract rather than riskit 
being increased due to delay.

Thompson practices 
what he preaches

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. 
James Thompson is practic- 
ing what he was preaching 
earlier about boosting sala- 
ries to attract people to state 
government. 

Thompson is starting his 
executive office staff mem- 
bers at salaries matching or 
exceeding the pay levels of 
their counterparts in Dan 
Walker’s administration. 

James Fletcher, Thomp- 
son's deputy, jis the highest 
paid member\of the gover- 
nor’s front-office crew. A 
onetime legislative aide who 
was Thompson’s campaign 
manager, Fletcher is being 
paid $40,000 annually. 

Vic De Grazia, “Fletcher's 
predecessor and the first to ; 
hold the title of deputy to the 
governor, was making 
$39,675-a-year. He was Walk- 
er’s campaign manager. 

Next Lr line on the Thomp- 
son payroll, at $36,000-a-year 
each, are Gary Starman, the 
chief legal counsel, and Zale 
Gilauberman, the top legisla- 
tive liaison. 

Starkman’s Walker admin- 
istration counterpart, Wil- 
liam Goldberg, was paid $200- 
a-year more than Starkman’s 
starting salary. 

Glauberman, a former 
House GOP staff member, is 
being paid $6,000-a-year more 
than his predecessor, David 
Caravello. 

Dave Gilbert, the gover- 
nor's press secretary, is be- 
ing paid at the annual rate of 
$33,000, which is $1,800-a-year 
more than the salary of his 
predecessor, Norton Kay. 
Both are former : Chicago 
riewspaper reporters. 

William Schilling and 
Paula Wolff, each at $33,000- 
a-year, are among those 
holding positions for which 
there were no direct counter- 
parts in the Walker adminis- 
tration, 


Schilling, as director of op- 
erations, is responsible for 
the operations of the Spring- 
field. and Chicago ‘offices, 
works with. personnel and 
beards and commissions, 
prepares the executive office 
budget and is a liaison with 
the State Police, National 
Guard and Emergency Serv- 
ices division. 3 

‘Wolff, as program coor- 
dinator, oversees departmen- 
tal liaisons, the‘ proposed re- 


organization, _intergovern- 
mental relations, and the 
Washington, D.C. office. 

Others whose salaries 
aren't directly comparable to 
persons in the Walker admin- 
istration because their jobs 
are new or a combination of 
duties assigned to various 
Walker employes include: 

Dan Kennelly, personnel 
director, $28,000; Randy von 
Liski, scheduler and assistant 
to Fletcher, $22,500; Larry 
Main, chief fiscal officer and 
assistant to Schilling, $21,000;

The high humidity that ac- 
companied the rainy period was 
ideat for diseases and fungicidal] 
sprays or dusts on susceptible 
plants may be needed. Many 
weed seeds have germinated 
since the rain, and weed control 
will also be needed. Otherwise, 
July can be a good month for the 
gardener, and here are some of 
the things to do: 

It's time to enjoy sweet corn. 
Corn that is maturing in early 
July was planted in early to 
mid-April, The early-season 
varieties are good, but not as 
good as the | mid-season 
varieties yet to come. There is 
time to make another planting 
or two for fall harvest 

Side-dress long-season crops 
with nitrogen (33-0-0 or other 
formulations) at the rate of 1 
pound per 100 feet of row. Keep 
the fertilizer off the foliage or 
irrigate immediately following 
the treatment. 

Grapes are growing 
vigorously and the hot, humid 
weather in July favors rapid 
growth of diseases. Healthy 
plants mean good fi so bi- 
weekly sprays of caplan or 
ferbam should keep diseases in 
check." Add — methoxychlor, 
sevin, or malathion for insect 
control at the same time. 

Cabbage is maturing and it 
will store in the garden for a 
week or two. Splitting of mature 
heads can be reduced by using a 
spade to cut roots on two sides 
of the plant. This reduces water 
uptake from rain or irrigation. 

Cabbage worms are most 
effectively controlled by using 
bacillus thuringiensis, a non-

toxic bacterial spray sold as 
Dipel, Thuritide, or Bio-worm 
spray. Use according to 
directions on the package. 

‘The second peach borer spray 
is due July 5. Mix Carbaryl 
(Sevin) at three tablespoons per 
gallon and spray the trunks and 
crotches thoroughly. 

Tomatoes are showing early 
blight and blossom-end rot 
Early blight is when the lower 
leaves show spotting, turn 
yellow and drop off; spray or 
dust with tomato ‘fungicides. 
Blossom-end rot infections rot 
when ripening; mulching is the 
best control. 

Keep trees, plants, and 
gardens watered as needed. 
Apply enough water to soak into 
the root zone rather than very 
light waterings. Remember, an 
inch of water normally 
moistens six inches of soil, and 
it takes 0.6 gallons of water per 
square foot to equal an inch of 
rain. 

Cucumber vine wilt this year 
is generally from bacterial wilt. 
This disease is carried in the 
bodies of cucumber beetles and 
the plants are inoculated when 
the beetles feed on the 
cucumber plants. Kill _ the 
beetles before they feed, and the 
wilt will be prevented. 

Make another planting of 
cucumbers and snap beans 
early in the month. Fall garden 
crops of beans, broccoli, cab- 
bage, spinach, and turnips can 
be made late in the month. 

Harvest onions when the tops 
have fallen over. Begin the 
curing process by undercutting 
the bulbs and leaving them lay 
for 24-48 hours. Then tie in 
bundles of 10-15 onions and cure 
by hanging in a dry sheltered 
area. 

Spray ripening peaches and 
plums with either benomyl, 
captan, or sulfur to reduce 
brown rot (the soft rot of 
ripening fruits) at harvest time.

State to spend $61 million 
on 80 airport improvements 


Details of the state’s $61 ° 


million airport improvement 
program for fiscal year 1978 to 
rehabilitate airport facilities 
and improve traveler safety 
were announced Thursday by 
Governor James R. Thompson. 

Funding for the program is 
comprised of $44.7 million in 
federal funds, $10.5 million in 
state funds and $6 million from 
local funds. The state funds are 
provided from the Series “B” 
Bond authorization for airport 
improvements. 

During Fiscal Year 1978, 
which begins July 1, it is an- 


Food stamp 
allotments 
increased 


An increase in food stamp 
allotments and income 
eligibility levels for low-income 
families participating in the 
Food Stamp program has been 
announced by Arthur F. Quern, 
director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Aid (IDPA). 

The increase, which reflects 
the August-to-February rise in 
food costs, became effective for 
most households Friday. 

‘The allotment increase, based 
on the USDA Thrift Food Plan, 
will raise the value of the 
coupon allotment from $166 to 
$170 for a family of four. 

Appropriate adjustments for 
“other household sizes also will 
be made. 

Coupon allotments by family 
size are: Family of one, $50; 
family of two, $94; three, $134; 
four, $170; five, $202; six, $242; 
seven, $268; and eight, $306. For 
each additional _ household 
member over eight, $38 is added 
to the eight-person amount 

Since income eligibility leyéls 

re tied to the size of food stamp 
‘Allotments, these levels also 
will.increase in most cases. The 
net income limit for a family of 
four will increase from $553 to 
$567 per month. 

However income standards 
for one and _ two-person 
households will not change. 

Maximum( allowable income 
standards by family size are: 
Family of one, $245; two, $322; 
three, $447; four, $567; five, 
$673; Six, $870; seven, $898; and 
eight, $1,020. For each ad- 
ditional member over eight, 
$127 is added to the eight-person 
eligibility level. 

Persons who wish additional 
information about the Food 
Stamp program may contact 
local Ilinois Department of 
Public Aid offices.

Against a background ‘of regular St. 
Clair County torpedoing of proposed 
Madison County projects due to jealousy 
and selfishness, it is refreshing to see two 
Granite City governmental bodies easily 
and quickly reach a mutually-fait accord. 

th the City of Granite City and 
Community Unit School District Nine have 
endorsed use of a $670,000 federal 
Economic development Administration 
grant for construction of a police station 
and jail on city property in the 2300 block 
of Madison Avenue. , 

If there is substantial help available in 
next ‘year's round of EDA funding) both 
governmental bodies will back the 


construction of auto mechanical and ather- 


vocational instruction facilities at Granite 
City High School North.

| This site on Edison not only cohtributes

If the state’ legislature ever eliminates 
townships, the‘Town Hall will become city 
property in this co-extensive city-township. 

As presently visualized, the new 
$792,000 police complex on Madison 
Avenue will be a two-story brick structure 
of 6,000 square feet on each. floor. It will 
house ‘the police department, city jail, a 
courtroom, a civil: defense emergency 
operating center and possibly some of the 
municipal offices — such -as the 
engineering and inspection staffs — 
presently based at 2301 Adams St. ‘ 

There is no question but that the present 
City Hall is overcrowded, and that removal 
of jail cells and police offices would permit 
more efficient operation of the services 
that would remain there. 

With the growth of the city and its law 
enforcement personnel, the existing 
basement police quarters have become 
increasingly inadequate. 

The new building will be a big plus for 
the police department in its efforts to 
achieve maximum “ffectiveness, and is 
especially attractive in that no rise in city 
property taxes will be required. 


Consider both pro and con on changing voting machines 


Before Madison County commits itself 
to the proposed acquisition of Video Voter 
voting machines, time ought to be 
permitted for a review of any negative 
aspects. 

Although the positive side of the 
electronic vote machine proposal has been 
receiving emphasis, it is noteworthy that 
ptesent mechanical voting machines have 
been operating teasonably well, despite 
the admitted disadvantage of their large 
sige and weight. 

As demonstrated to the Finance 
Committee of the Madison County Board, 

lideo. Voter looks somewhat like a 
tdlevision set and projects candidates’ 
names onto its screen from 35-millimeter 
film. Supposedly it is impossible to spoil a 
ballot or to vote for more than “the 
specified number of candidates for each 
office. It can handle about 60 per cent 
more candidates than mechanical 
machines. 

Attention is being given to the fact that 
this county spent $140,000 last year to 
change its six-column machines to eight, 
the number utilized in the 1976 


presidential election. The electronic 
machine's demonstrator reported a trend 
toward courts allowing additional parties 
‘on ballots, and noted states’ inclination 
toward consolidating elections into fewer 
election dates. 

Along with offering 12 political party 
columns, Video Voter adyocates contend, 
it could simplify consolidation of precincts 
to reduce the number:of polling places, 
speediprocessing of vote results and permit 
8 reduction in the number of poll judges, if 
there were no legal obstacles. Although 
Paper ballot printing needs would. be 
reduced, ballot films would haye to be 
prepared and programmed. 

On the negative side, Coles County, Ill., 
Officials allege that 300 votes were lost in 
the November 1974 election when several 
electronic machines failed to operate 
correctly; there were burned machines, 
broken tapes — and/a federal lawsuit. 

In Livingston County, it is said, 250 votes 
were lost in November 1976 when an 
overloaded circuit caused a machine not 
to record voters’) choices. No major 
problems have been reported with such 
machines in McDonough County.

ORDINANCE NO. M14 
AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING 
REGULATIONS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION, _ SUBSTA- 
NTIAL IMPROVEMENT, 
SUBDIVISION OF LAND, 
PLACEMENT OF MOBILE 
HOMES OR OTHER 
DEVELOPMENT IN 
RELATION TO FLOOD 
HAZARD AREAS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF GRANITE cryT, 
ILLINOIS, as follows: 

SECTION 1 — PURPOSE: 

The purpose of this Ordinance 
is to avoid the hazards to per- 
sons and damage to property 
resulting from flogding and to 
comply with the Rules and 
Regulations of the National 
Flood Insurance Program as 
promulgated by -the United 
States Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, 
Federal Insurance 
Administration as provided in 
the Rules and Regulations of the 
Federal Register, Vol. 41, No. 
207, Tuesday, October 26, 1976, 
as amended, and which are 
hereby adopted by reference, 
and filed in the office of the City 
Clerk, pursuant to Tllinois Law 
and Illinois Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 24, Section 11-30-2 
,_SECTION 2 CON- 
FLICTING 
REPEALED: 

The provisions of __ this 
Ordinance shall be deemed as 
additional requirements to 
minimum standards required 
by other ordinances of the City.

SECTION 3 
DEFINITIONS: 

For the purpose of this 
Ordinance, the _ following 
definitions are adopted: 

A. “Development” means: 
any man-made change to im- 
proved or unimproved real 
estate, including but not limited 
to construction of or substantial 
improvements to buildings or 
other structures, the placement 
of mobile homes, mining, 
dredging, filling, _ grading, 
paving, excavation or drilling 
operations; 

B. “Flood” or “Flooding” 
means: a general and tem- 
porary condition of partial or 
complete inundation of nor- 
mially dry land areas from the 
overflow of inland waters, or 
the unusual and rapid ac- 
cumulation of runoff of surface 
waters from any Source 

C. “jase flood’? means: the 
flood having a one percent 
chance of being equalled or 

— exceeded in any given year. The 
base flood is also known as the 
one hundred (100) year flood; 

D. “Base flood elevation” 
means: the elevation in relation 
to Mean Sea Level of the crest of 
the base flood; 

E. “Structure” means: a 
walled and roofed building 
including a gas or liquid storage 
tank that is principally above 
ground, as well as a mobile 
home ‘and a_ prefabricated 
building; 

F. “Mobile home” méans: a 
structure transportable in one 
or more sections, which is built 
on a permanent chassis and 
designed to be used with or 

\ without a permanent foundation

} utilities. For the purpose of this 
Ordinance it does not include 
recreational vehicles or travel 
trailers; 

G. “Substantial im- 
provement”’ means: any repair, 
reconstruction, or improvement

improvement or repair” is 
started, or if the structure has 
been damaged, and is being 
restored, before the damage 
occurred.

C. The application shall also 
contain information or cer- 
tification as reasonably may be 
required by the Building 
Inspector in order to determine 
eligibility for permits or to 
enforce the terms of this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 7 — BASE FLOOD 


* ELEVATION: 


The City Council shall obtain, 
review, and reasonably utilize 
Base. Flood Elevation data 
available from Federal, State, 
or dther sources until such time 
as such data has been received 
from the Federal Insurance 
Administration. Base flood data 
received from the Federal 
Insurance Administration shall 
take precedence over data from 
other sources. 

SECTION 8 — NEW CON- 
STRUCTION AND __ SUB- 
STANTIAL IMPROVEMENT 
STANDARDS 

All new construction and 
substantial improvements to 
structures located in an “A” 
Zone shall 

A. For residential structures 
have the lowest floor, including 
basement, elevated to one (1) 
foot above the Base Flood 
Elevation; 

B For non-residential 
structures have the lowest floor, 
including basement, elevated or 
floodproofed to one (1) foot 
above the Base Flood 
Elevation 2 

C. Be designed or modified 
and adequately | anchored to 
prevent flotation, collapse, or 
lateral movement of the 
structure; 

D. Be constructed with 
materials and utility equipment 
resistant to flood damage; 

E. Be constructed by methods 
and practices that minimize 
flood damge to other proper- 
ties; 

F. Have all structural com- 
ponents below the Base Flood 
Elevation designed to be 
watertight with walls sub- 
stantially impermeable to the 
passage of water and such 
structural components shall be 
designed to resist hydrostatic 
and hydrodynamic loads- and 
the effects of buoyancy 

SECTION 9 MOBILE 
HOME STANDARDS: 

A. All mobile home parks and 
mobile home _ subdivisions 
located in an ‘‘A”’ Zone shall file 
evacuation plans indicating 
vehicular access and escape 
routes, including mobile home 
hauler routes, with the ap- 
propriate disaster prepared- 
ness authorities 

B. All mobile homes to be 
placed on a site located in an 
“A" Zone shall: 

(D) Have the lowest floor 
elevated one (1) foot above the 
Base Flood Elevation; 

(iD In the instance of 
elevation on pilings, have all 
piling foundations placed in 
stable soil no more than ten (10) 
feet apart, and reinforcement 
shall be provided for piers more 
than six (6) feet above ground, 

(III). Have lots large enough 
to permit steps to the mobile 
home, and have adequate 
surface drainage on all sides of 
the structure; 

(IV) Be placed to prevent 
flotation, collapse, or lateral 
movement| of the structure due 
to flooding; 

(V) Be anchored according to 
the following specifications: 

‘a. over-the-top ties shall be 
provided at each of the four 
corners of the mobile home, 
with two additional ties per side 
at intermediate locations and 
mobile homes less than fifty 
(50) feet long shall require one 
additonal tie per side; = 

b. frame ties shall be 
provided at each corner of the 
mobile horie with five (5) ad- 
ditional ties per side at in- 
termediate points and mobile 
homes less than fifty (50) feet 
long shall require four (4) 
additional ties per side; 

cc. all components of the an- 
choring system shall be capable 
four-thousand, 
eight-hundred (4,800) pounds; 
and 


d. any additions to the mobile 
home shall be similarly an- 
chored. 

SECTION 10 — UTILITY 
STANDARDS: 

‘All. new construction “and 
substantial improvements | to 
utilities located in an “‘A” Zone 
shall provide that:

D. For any proposed sub- 
division or new development 
greater than fifty (50) lots or 
five (5) acres, whichever is the 
lesser, the applicant shall show 
the Base Flood Elevation data 
for each lot or platted parcel.

SECTION 12 — FLOODWAY 
RESTRICTIONS 

All new construction, sub- 
stantial improvement, — sub:

that would result in any in 
crease in the level of the base 
flood shall be prohibited in the 
Floodway 

SECTION 13 WATER- 
COURSE STANDARDS: 

The Building Inspector shall 
notify adjacent communities 
and the Illinois Department of 
Transportation, Division of 
Water Resources and the 
Federal Insurance 
Administration prior to any 
alteration or relocation of a 
watercourse. The flood 
carrying capacity within the 
altered or relocated portion of 
any watercourse shall be 
maintained. 

SECTION 14 — 
AND RECORDS: 

A. The Building Inspector 
shall provide the City Council, 
the Illinois | Department of 
Transportation, Division of 
Water Resources, and the 
Federal Insurance 
Administratidn with an annual 
report on forms as provided the 
City by the Federal Insurance 
Administration 

B. The Building Inspector 
shall maintain the records of 
first floor elevations, flood-

SECTION 15 — VARIANCE: 

Upon application and after 
fifteen (15)' days notice of a 
public hearing, the City Council 
may grant a variance of this 
Ordinance subject to com- 
pliance with the provisions of 
Section 1910.6 (a) of the Rules 
and Regulations of the National 
Flood Insurance Program and - 


such other conditions as the City 
Council deems sary to

Ordinance. 
SECTION 16 
DISCLAIMER OF LIABILITY 
The degree of flood protection 
required by this Ordinance is 
considered reasonable for 
regulatory purposes and is 
based on engineering and 
scientific methods of study. 
Larger floods may occur on 
rare occasions or the flood 
height may be increased by 
man-made or natural causes. 
This Ordinance does not imply 
that development either inside 
or outside of areas designated 


REPORTS 


-as an “A” Zone will be free 


from flooding or damage. This 
Ordinance does not create 
liability on the part of the City 
or any officer or employee 
thereof for any flood damage 
that results from reliance on 
this Ordinance or any  ad- 
ministrative decision made 
lawfully thereunder. 

SECTION 17 — PENALTIES 
FOR VIOLATION: 

Any person who violates this 
Ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be fined not less 
than Twenty-five Dollars 
($25.00) nor more than Five- 
hundred Dollars ($500.00) and, 
in addition, shall pay all costs 
and expenses involved in 
litigation. A separate offense 
shall be. deemed committed 
upon each day during or on 
which a .violation occurs: or 
continues. 1 

SECTION 18 


GRANITE CITY PRESS-RECORD 


SEPARABILITY: 

The provisions and sections of 
this Ordinance shall be deemed 
separable, and the invalidity of 
any portion of this Ordinance 
shall not affect the validity of 
the remainder. 

SECTION 19 — EFFECTIVE 
DATE:
